FOR  the  year  1925  I have  made  few  changes  in  prices  and  as  most  of  the  recipi- 
ents of  this  list  have  my  1924  Descriptive  Catalog,  this  list  is  issued  more 
especially  to  again  call  your  attention  to  “COWEE’S  SCARLET  WONDER,”  the  sen- 
sational gladiolus  w where  ever  it  has  appeared  in  garden  or  flower  show.  To  those 
who  do  not  happen  to  have  my  catalog  above  referred  to,  or  may  have  mislaid  the 
same,  I will  gladly  send  a copy  upon  request. 

Many  inquiries  annually  for  Gladiolus  Seed,  and  receiving  so  many  satisfactory 
reports  from  the  growing  of  the  same  has  induced  me  to  again  offer  seed  selected 
from  what  I consider  the  finest  collection  of  Primulinus  Hybrids  in  existence.  I shall 
offer  a limited  quantity  of  this  at  $1.00  per  packet  containing  about  one  thousand 
seeds.  Also  am  offering  a large  trade  packet  of  Delphinium  seed  (hardy)  taken  from 
my  private  collection,  at  25  cents  per  packet. 

Berlin  is  in  Rensselaer  County,  New  York,  near  the  boundary  line  between  New 
York  and  Massachusetts.  Especially  fine  highways  radiate  from  the  important  cities 
and  towns  in  this  vicinity,  permitting  comfortable  motoring  through  our  section  from 
Albany,  Troy,  and  other  eastern  New  York  points,  Pittsfield  and  western  Massachusetts, 
as  well  as  from  the  Berkshire  summer  resorts. 

My  friends  are  invited  to  visit  Meadowvale  Farms  during  August  and  early 
September  when  my  Gladiolus  fields  are  in  full  bloom.  Visitors  are  always  welcome 
and  I am  sure  you  will  be  amply  repaid  for  including  Berlin  in  your  summer  itinerary.

If  substitutions  are  necessary  by  reason  of  prior  sale  of  varieties  ordered,  unless 
otherwise  advised  I will  make  such  substitutions  according  to  my  best  judgment. 

Bulbs  for  greenhouse  forcing  are  ready  for  shipping  in  the  late  fall  as  soon  as 
thoroughly  cured.  To  encourage  large  plantings,  all  prices  quoted  are  practically 
wholesale,  quality  taken  into  consideration. 

I shall  be  pleased  to  make  selections  for  anyone  so  desiring,  if  advised  as  to 
colors  preferred,  space  to  cover,  and  amount  to  spend. 

My  mailing-size  bulbs  are  much  larger  than  those  sent  out  by  most  growers  but 
still  larger  bulbs  can  be  sent  by  express,  and  I advise  having  shipments  made 
in  this  way  wherever  possible.
